Severe wintry weather, with 


snow, rain, strong winds and

ly couldn't get along with him 
wht-ii both were in the Senate. 
He said prospects are "good" 
for Johnson's re-election. 


"When he was leader of the 


Senate, we didn't get along at 
all," Douglas said as he relaxed 
un a sofa.
